Claims 1, 3, and 5-6 were amended; claims 13-24 were canceled. Claims 1-12 are pending. 

Reasons for Allowance 
2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: 

The closest prior art of record shows: 

(1) a method for grouping multiple data points via model fitting (Leung et al, U.S. Patent 
6,397,166); 

(2) a data mining system where a number of clusters are determined for a set of models to 
be explored (Fayyad et al, U.S. Patent 6,263,337); and 

(3) histogram generation for a dataset containing a combination of materials (Laidlaw et 
al, "Classification of Material Mixtures in Volume Data for Visualization and Modeling"). 

2.1 Applicants' set of claims consists of claims 1-12. 

Independent claim 1 is directed to a system for creating an aggregated data model from a 
plurality of data distribution models. This claim identifies the distinct combination of features 
of: " distributing the points into one or more bins in the aggregated data model such that a 
substantially equal number of points are in each bin of the aggregated data model " and 
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" determining a polynomial formula with the sorted data elements for each bin of the aggregated 
data model ". 

Because the closest prior art does not appear to teach or suggest the combination of 
distributing sorted points into bins in the aggregated data model with a substantially equal 
number of points in each bin, followed by determining a polynomial formula for each bin, claims 
1-12 are deemed allowable.
